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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The reply does not overcome the final rejection 
which explained clearly that to be able to run and display an application written for a different operating system, the application calls are 
mapped into that operating system form which enable the application commands to be recognized by the library of function calls (col. 2 
lines 32-47). It means the data of the second operating system will utilize a part of memory in the first operating system to run and 
display its data on the first operating system, and the memory in the first operating system clearly represents a piece of computer 
hardware; therefore, the mapping technique and utilizing a part of memory are how the emulated virtual machine actually works, and the 
operating systems are sharing the memory (hardware) during the process. By mapping application calls of different operathg systems, 
Brown's system can operate and interact with the different operating systems using a GUI (figs.
